High Court Backs 
Health Searches 


By KARL R. BAUMAN 


WASHINGTON (#—The Supreme Court ruled 5-4 
Monday that a health inspector may search your home 


without a warrant. 


The dissenters said the decision 
“greatly dilutes the right of priv- 
acy which every homeowner had 
the right to believe was part of 
our American heritage.” 


Justice . Frankfurter, author of 
the majority opinion, spoke of the 
need for maintaining basic mini- 
mum standards~ of community 
health to prevent the spread of 
disease. 


‘INDISPENSABLE’ 


“Time and experience have 
forcefully taught that the power 
to inspect dwelling places . . . to 
treat a specific problem is of in- 
dispensable importance to the 
maintenance of health,” he said. 


The power to inspect private 
dwellings, Frankfurter said, would 
be greatly hobbled by a blanket 
requirement of the safeguards 
necessary for a search for evi- 
dence of criminal acts. 


In another decision, this one 
unanimous, the court struck down 
the contempt conviction of an An- 
nandale, Va., printer who refused 
to answer questions before a state 
legislative committee investigat- 
ing racial activities. 


WAS SENTENCED 


The printer, David H. Scull, re- 
fused to answer questions about 
his connection with the National 
Assn. for Advancement of Colored 
People, the Fairfax County Coun- 
cil on Human Relations, and other 
organizations. He had been sen- 
tenced to 10 days in jail and fined 
$500. 


In striking down Scull’s convic- 
tion, Justice Black said the pur- 
poses of the inquiry,-as announced 
by Chairman James Thomson 
were unclear, in fact conflicting. 
Black said Scull therefore did not 
have an opportunity to understand 
the basis for the questions or any

The award was given McGill 
for the body of his work during 
1958. Specifically cited was an 
editorial column written immedi- 
ately following the dynamiting of 
the Jewish Temple here last Oc- 
tober. (The award winner is re- 
produced in column one.) 


The announcement Monday cit- 
ed McGill’s ‘“‘long, courageous 
and effective editorial leadership.”’ 


McGill called the Temple dyna- 
miting and the Clinton High School 
blast as the work of “rabid, mad 
dog minds.” He said in the column 
that “‘this is a harvest. It is the 
crop of things sown...It is not 
possible to preach lawlessness and 
restrict it.” 


McGill, on the Sunday of the 
bombing, had been to Copper Hill, 
Tenn., to make a speech. He re- 
turned to The Constitution Sunday 
afternoon and learned of the 
bombing. He sat down at his type- 
writer, and 28 minutes later the 
column was ready for the type- 
setters. 


The standards set up by the 
Pulitzer Committee for the edito- 
rial section of the prizes read 
like this: “For distinguished edi- 
torial writing, the test of excel- 
lence being clearness of style, 
moral purpose, sound reasoning 
and power to influence public

Rape Suspect 
Found Dead 
In Mississippi 


BOGALUSA, La, (AP) — The 
body of Mack Charles Parker, 23, 
a Negro who was savagely beat- 
en and dragged from a jail at 
nearby Poplarville, Miss., 10 days 
ago, was found Monday. It was 
snagged on underbrush in the 
Pearl River. 


The FBI was able to identify the 
body through fingerprints. 


Parker was kidnaped by a gang 
of masked and gloved raiders two 
days before he was to go on trial 
on a charge of raping a pregnant 
white woman last February. 


FBI agents and officers di- 
rected by Mississippi Highway 
Patrol Chief B. S. Hood pulled the 
body from the water on the Mis- 
sissippi side of the river near 
Bogalusa, about 20 miles from 
Poplarville. The body was clothed 
in only men’s underwear, shorts 
and undershirt.

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Churchill Character 
Strengthens West 


We wish to join in the national wel- 
come to Sir Winston Churchill, who 
yesterday arrived in the United States 
for a visit with President Eisenhower 
and other American friends. 

He comes once more during a time 
of emergency. He now is 84 years old. 
There no longer is the sound of trumpets 
in his voice. But his mind and his in- 
tegrity “are still Gibraltars. And as a 
symbol of freedom and liberty he has 
few peers in life or history. 

Perhaps the best explanation of the 
character of Sir Winston, and for that 
matter of Western civilization of which 
he is so magnificent a product, is a trib- 
ute paid him Sunday by former Pres- 

“dent Harry S. Truman. Speaking at 
the dedication of a National Guard me- 
morial building in New York City, Mr. 
Truman’s speeth consisted largely of en- 
tertaining reminiscences. 

“T got along just fine with old Stalin,” 
he said, referring to the Potsdam meet- 
ing, but noted he had some arguments 
with former Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill. There was this difference, he 
said, “when Churchill agreed it stayed 
agreed, and when Stalin agreed it was 
only until he got home to’ break his 
promise.” 

The Russians seemingly regard agree- 
ments as binding only when they agree 
with everything the Soviets want. The 
Western concept of agreements, made in 
mutual good faith, has suffered from 
many Communist betrayals. Mr. Truman 
phrased it well. “When Churchill agreed 
it stayed agreed.” 

Sir Winston has never. wavered in 
his fundamental belief that the future of 
our civilization depends on close Anglo- 
American cooperation. We concur. 

We are privileged to join in the great 
national acclaim for one of civilization’s 
most magnificent men. This is, after all, 
half his ancestral home. His mother was 
an American. And certainly Britain is 
the ancestral home of most Americans 
and the spiritual home of all who revere 
law and parliamentary government.

State Ports Dilemma 
Should Be Resolved 


The state’s controversial purchase of 
the Central of Georgia docks at Savannah 
during the waning days of the Griffin 
administration poses a dilemma that 
somehow must be resolved. 


The new State Ports Authority has 
delved into the problem at length. An 
estimated $875,000, which Gov. Vandi- 
ver said yesterday is unavailable, is nec- 
essary to put the docks in good operating 
condition. 

Then there’s the probabilityas point- 
“ed out in an engineering firm’s report, 
that the docks would not produce enough 
income to meet debt charges. 

But on the other side of the coin, 
benefits from the state port mean much 
to the business life of Georgia. Nearly 
all counties feel the effect, directly or 
indirectly. 

It is one of Savannah's greatest as- 
sets and certainly worthy of any and all 
financial support that can be mustered 
by the community itself. 

Central of Georgia officials also un- 
doubtedly are concerned about the fi- 
nancial dilemma. Perhaps they would 
consider some modifications in their sales 
terms in view of the seriousness of the 
situation. Certainly it would be good 
public relations to do so and would be 
appreciated by industry as well as pri- 
vate citizens. 

As for the long haul, the state should 
work out the ways and means of pro- 
viding adequate financial support for its 
existing port facilities as well as for 
expansions where necessary. Georgia can 
ill afford to lose out to South Carolina 
and other neighboring states in the ship- 
ping industry.

Business Has a Stake 
In Improving Schools 


One of the encouraging features of 
the complex national educational prob- 
lem is the fact that some years ago 
American business corporations began to 
see they had a direct stake in it. 

Contributions by business to, educa- 
tional institutions have increased an- 
nually. Such support now constitutes a 
substantial basis for university operation. 

Typical of these is the announcement 
by the United States Steel Foundation. 
A sum of $2,350,000 is being allocated to 
541 privately supported liberal arts col- 
leges, to 125 universities and 22 science 
-and engineering institutes. Those selected 


Negro colleges and universities on a 
planned formula. 


In addition to a number of private 


schools in this area, Georgia Tech, Ala- 
bama, Vanderbilt, North Carolina, VPI 
and Auburn have received grants. 

This is a fine example. No business 


is too small to help education. All have 


a direct interest in improving it. Unless 
there are enough trained persons to enter 
business, it cannot expand to meet the 
needs of the nation.

Continued Research Is 
Key to Cotton’s Future 


Value of research in cotton has been 
strikingly demonstrated by the news that 
a way now has been found to force a 
resin-base synthetic into the fibers. This 
makes cotton much more water-and- 
weather resistant and indicates that cot- 
ton will become a competitor in the field 
of awnings, tents and for other uses 
heretofore barred because of lack of re- 
sistance to rot. 

The news story says that nontreated 
fabrics, buried under earth with rot- 
producing spores, were “in tatters” with- 
in two weeks. The same material treated 
with the new synthetic was still intact 
and usable. 

Cotton has lost the once-great tire 
market. It has fallen before the advances 
of synthetic fibers in other fields. But 
research continues to find ways for it to 
survive and to make advances of its own. 
The new fabrics of the drip-dry type, 
discoveries which make for more sheer 
and beautiful prints and still other re- 
search successes, indicate there must be 
continual work in this field. 

We may lose much of the cheaper 
textile markets to Japan. But there is 
no reason why the finer “added value” 
textiles may not be expanded through 
research to keep the U.S. industry in 
sound financial condition. Laws seeking 
to retain the old ways won't assure 
prosperity. But research apparently can 
show the way.

Israe’'s Abba Eban Is 
Welcome Georgia Guest 


Atlanta is host this week to Ambas- 
sador Abba Eban of Israel. The young 
republic he represents is the one stable 
spot in the Middle East. It lives sur- 
rounded by enemies who are the more 
irresponsible in their opposition because 
Israel’s armies twice have defeated them. 

A sensible trade agreement would 
bring increased prosperity to all these 
neighbors since Israel alone is industrial- 
ized and possesses the talent, the know- 
how and the will to get things done. 
But they stubbornly refuse out of hate. 
Hate is expensive. . 

Israel is, of course, a democracy with 
a representative government. It has been 
her demonstration of democracy, with 
care for people, the old, young and sick, 
that has further aroused the jealousies 
and resentments of her neighbors. 

But it is important to note that Israel 
is exporting democracy. Her small mer- 
chant fleet is trading with African coun- 
tries. Israel’s police experts are training 
police for the new nation of Ghana. 
She is sending technical experts and doc- 
tors to Ghana and other African coun- 
tries. The tie with Israel’s democracy 
is closer than that with either the United 
States or England.

“The people of Georgia,” Van- 
diver told Eban, ‘‘wish for you in 
the future that your undertakings 
will be marked by the same suc- 
cess which have heralded your ef- 
forts in the past.”’

Vandiver said that such “‘per- 
severance to duty” and “‘willing- 
ness for sacrifice’’ as Eban has 
exhibited ‘“‘can never be ade- 
quately recognized or compen- 
sated.”’

Amid all the discussions as to

Lincoln Book Shop in Chicago. It was in Mr. Newman's office back 
in 1940 that the Civil War Round Table was organized. It has chap- 
ters all over the country now. 


Mr. Newman got right carried away by his trip this time ‘he 
bas made all nine of the Battlefield Tours of the group), and 
bought a cannon in Savannah.

Due to a record 16 minor league pennants, the 
Crackers are frequently called the Yankees of the 
lower leagues. Unfortunately, Atlanta and New York 
have a lot in common this season. 


Before Monday night combat, the Crackers and Yankees boasted 
identical 7-12 records and were residing in seventh place in the 
Southern and American — standings. 


. Gloomy Cracker manager Buddy 

Bates, still unable to muster a smile 
after the 13-8 clobbering administered 
league-leading New Orleans, was re- 
' minded that he’s in the same boat 
™ with Casey Stengel.

ee “Not exactly,” Bates replied. 
=. “Stengel is in a gold-plated boat; I’m 
© in a glass bottom. I can see the bot- 
tom.” 


o Professor Stengel hasn’t been able 
~ to explain the sudden plunge, which 
- has dropped the Yankees to their low- 
F est level in 19 years. But the Cracker 
~-* crisis is easy to explain. Parent Mil- 
waukee overstocked the farm with in- 
experienced rookies. After 19 games 
it’s obvious that some of them, partic- 
1 ularly the pitchers, won’t be ready for 
7 double A competition this summer. 
Outlar Some may never be. 
But, as Bates noted, the Crackers wouldn't have been winning 
consistently even with stellar pitching. 


“We seored in only five of 27 innings in Nashville,” Bates 
said. ‘“‘When you get shut out in 22 innings in Sulphur Dell you 
simply aren’t*hitting. We scored in seyen of nine innings against 
New Orleans Sunday. Before that, we had scored in only seven 
of 45 innings.”’ 


There are encouraging indications that the. Crackers will be 
scoring more frequently. Em Lindbeck, the former Illinois quarter- 
back, is looking better every time he comes to the plate. He poled 
two home runs, singled, walked twice, drove in three runs, scored 
four and boosted his average to .370 in the assault on the Pels. 


—The Minors Awaiting the Funeral 


Bob Uecker, the catcher who already had a ticket to Jackson- 
ville, unloaded a home run and a triple and delivered five runs. 
His slugging was particularly timely, since catcher Bob Taylor 
@stained a broken finger necessitating a vacation of some four 
weeks. Emil Panko poled his fifth homer, and George Holder upped 
his chart to .300. Holder retains the Cracker RBI lead with,19. 


Though the Crackers need reinforcements in other positions, 
pitching heads the priority list. Bobby Hendley, who accomplished 
the feat twice, is the only hurler to finish what he started in 19 
games. This state of emergency has forced Bates to start reliefer 
Corky Valentine, who has relieved in 10 games. 


If Milwaukee comes through with reinforcements the Crackers 
can get on their feet in the standings, but the help must come from 
the Braves. Earl Mann has called everyone he knows and several 
strangers in an unsuccessful effort to solicit talent. 


The major leagues have a strangle hold on material, and 
they’re choking the minors to death. Even such optimistic souls 
as George Trautman no longer shout “harbinger of doom!”’ 
when you mention that the minors are dying. Personally, I 
don’t think the minors are dying; they’re already dead. 


Atlanta is a perfect example. Admittedly the Crackers haven't 
been an enchanting group thus far, but attendance figures are much 
worse than the team. On a perfect baseball afternoon, in a city 
nearing a million in population, only 1,684 paid to see Sunday’s 
game. 


When the minors were prospering Sunday was the day of the 
big turnouts. Last Sunday afternoon no Southern Association club 
approached 2,000. Birmingham attracted the next biggest “crowd,” 
a mere 1,634. 


Shreveport, a city where citizens said they wanted baseball 
after a year of inactivity, drew 348 fans. 


—A Shill for the Major League House 


On a recent invasion of Shreveport and Memphis, the Atlanta 
club shelled out $2,200 for air fare. The club’s share of the purse in 
those two sites was $244. 


Even if the major leagues were interested in salvaging the 
sinking ship, it’s probably too late now. The paying passengers have 
already jumped overboard, and they aren’t likely to return. To 
paraphrase Rhett Butler, frankly, they don’t give a damn. 


Seven weeks ago Mann, in an effort to revise the rotten baseball 
structure, sent out a letter suggesting immediate revisions. He 
listed the 40-player rule, unrestricted draft, working agreement 
changes, TV control, etc. 


A flood of letters from minor league associates poured into his 
Poncey office, majority of the writers heartily endorsed what has 
been labeled the ‘‘Mann Plan.” 


Harvey Hansen of Detroit and Bill Veeck of the Chicago 
Chisox were the only owners to reply. John Holland of the Chi- 
cago Cubs and Frank Lane of Cleveland were the only front 
office men courteous enough to answer. 


“T think their response, or lack of response, proves what we’ve 
been saying all along,’’ Mann said. “‘The major leagues in general 
have no intention of altering the present setup.”’ 


In another year or so the minors won’t have any quarrel with 
the majors, simply because the majors will own the few clubs op- 
erating. I think that’s exactly what the major league moguls want. 
Then, they can pipe TV into every city nightly, and the monopoly 
will be so obvious that even the Justice Department will recognize 
it as such. 


Some critics say that baseball needs an iron-fisted cofnmissioner 
like the late Judge Landis. And indeed they do. But the current cast 
of owners would fire Landis in one minute. They want a shill for 
the major league house, a guy like Ford Frick.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—As Casey Stengel’s some- 
what benumbed world champions arrived here 
Monday for a two-game series starting Tuesday

One of the most interesting 
discussions — whére anglers are 
concerned, discussion of a po- 
lite word for a good, stomp- 


down argument — is when a 
couple of guys who know what 
they're talking about, get into 
the merits of outboard motors, 
and attempt to settle the ques- 


tion of whether a large or 
small motor is the best fishing 
kind. 


The advocate of the large 
motor, which might be classed 
as anything from an 18-hp up, 
claims the extra horsepower 
gives any fisherman wider 
range, especially on large wa- 
ter. If the fish are not hitting 
at one end of the lake, he can 
go to the other end, without 
losing too much time on the 
way. He says also that with 
fishing craft being built larger 
and heavier for safety and com- 
fort, the big outboard is neces- 
sary to handle them with any 
reasonable degree of satisfac- 
tion. 


Plenty of boaters must be 
thinking along those lines. Both 
the ‘manufacturers and retail- 
ers tell me that by far the larg- 
est percentage of outboards 
they sell are in the big motor 
class, and that some of the 
companies are taking certain of 


the lower horsepower units out 
of their line entirely. 


The fellow who recommends 
the small motor for fishing has 
an answer for all this. He says 
the guy with the big job spends 
most of his time riding and 


unless they are in the water. 
The little motor disciple usually 
concentrates on one part of the 
lake until he knows it thorough- 
ly, and if you'll stand around 
a fishing dock to see who brings 
in the fish, he’s the fellow most 
likely to have a full stringer. 


, On the “‘perfect fishing boat,”’ 
I have a 35-hp. Lark. It has 
just the right amount of power 
for the 16-footer, which it will 
push along at about 30 mph. It 
also throttles down to very 
slow speeds for trolling, is easy 
to handle at any speed, and I 
can relax even when Miss 
Kayte is hot-rodding up and 
down the lake. 


The big motor has its place, 
but really is not as useful to me 
as my 7%-h.p. I fish many 
lakes, hundreds of miles from 
my back door step. It is incon- 
venient to haul the big boat, 
but simple to lift the small mo- 
tor into the trunk of my car, 
and stow it with the tackle and 
other gear. When I reach “my 
destination, I can rent a boat 
for $1 or $2 a day. If you rent 
a motor with it, the going price

The re- 
port added that popular qualities 
of cotton have become scarce 
with prices now reflecting better 
than the loan level for those types.
